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Research Project on Fluorine and Dental Caries*

During the past few years public health 
workers have become interested in the 
problem of oral disease. It is now gener- 
ally recognized that tooth decay cannot 
be controlled by individual treatment. 
Ways and means must be developed for 
the control of tooth decay so that entire 
communities will benefit. 

In 1945, with the approval of the 
North Suburban Dental and Medical 
Societies, the Health Department of the 
City of Evanston planned a study of 
tooth decay in Evanston and Skokie chil- 
dren in cooperation with the school ad- 
ministrators of Evanston and Skokie, the 
Zoller Memorial Dental clinic of the 
University of Chicago, and the Division 
of Public Health Dentistry of the Illinois 
Department of Public Health. The study 
was planned to determine whether or not 
the addition of one part per million of 
fluorine to the public drinking water sup- 
ply would result in reduction in the 
amount of tooth decay in young children. 

The study is confined to children in 
the 6-7-8 and the 12-13-14 year age 
groups. Because it is necessary to make 
dental examinations of the children, the 
school administrators and teachers agreed 
to arrange for examination of the stu- 
dents in the schools. The dental examin-

ing team composed of three dentists, two 
x-ray technicians and a public health 
nurse makes the examinations in the 
schools and moves from school to school 
as the need arises. In order to have the 
study conducted according to approved 
scientific standards, it was necessary to 
examine the teeth of the children, includ- 
ing dental x-rays, before the fluorine was 
added to the water. Accordingly, 4400 
Evanston and Skokie children received 
dental examinations in 1946, and the 
fluorine was added to the water on Feb- 
ruary II, 1947. 

A chemical laboratory adequately 
equipped for accurate fluorine determi- 
nation has been established in the filtra- 
tion plant of Evanston. In this laboratory 
samples of water, which has been gath- 
ered daily from several and varied points 
in the distribution system, are analyzed 
for their fluorine content. The reports 
indicate that the fluorine content of the 
water does not vary more than 0.05 plus 
or minus of one part per million. Besides 
determining the fluorine content of these 
water samples, many different types of 
food purchased in the Evanston markets 
are examined for their fluorine content. 
This is for the purpose of providing some 
information regarding the probable 
amount of fluorine taken in the complete

Our trip to the west was uneventful but very interesting be. 
cause we made a point of stopping at the smaller places for the 
sole purpose of viewing them with critical eyes. These lesser 
hamlets are invariably by-passed by 99444 99% of the tourists 
who favor the larger places for obvious reasons. 

One such place is Frying Pan, Nebraska. It is situated in 
a hollow entirely devoid of trees or shrubs and is appropri- 
ately named. This place glowed all night long and none of 
the well-done natives cared about the temperature—all the 
thermometers had, long since, sizzled and burst, so no one gave 
a damn. The emanating odors were those of everything smoul- 
dering at once, like that big dump in your neighborhood when 
the wind is right. 

Pedigreed hens laid the leathered eggs which hatched the 
famous fighting cocks of Frying Pan. Legend has it that no 
bird from this area was ever beaten fairly in the pits. Darts 

from hidden blow-guns had killed a few, but the guilty culprits were run down and 
strung up to the nearest tree—which was in western Colorado.

It was fairly clean, however, and the beds were comfortable. No vermin or pests of 
any kind were about to plague your travel weary carcass.

Huge plate glass windows emitted lots of sunshine, and the sitters and _ loafers 
looked like hot-house plants complacent and comfortable in big, roomy, shiny 
leather chairs.

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Broken Stress Partial Dentures for the 
General Practitioner*

The preservation of the abutment 
tooth and its investing tissues has always 
been and will continue to be our major 
problem in partial denture prosthesis. 

With the construction of the tight wire 
clasp many years ago came the loosening 
of abutment teeth. This was overcome 
somewhat by the addition of the occlusal 
rest lugs. Also the fatiguing of the wire 
aided greatly in reducing strain on the 
teeth. This, however, was not the answer, 
for about this time periodontal disease 
was becoming recognized by those alert 
in our profession. 

About three decades ago a wave of 
postgraduate courses was given from 
coast to coast in two diametrically op- 
posed branches of dentistry: the treat- 
ment of so-called pyorrhea, and the con- 
struction of rigid fixation cast-clasp par- 
tial dentures. 

At that time I was a confused young 
dentist—in the morning treating teeth for 
periodontoclasia, and in the afternoon 
constructing appliances which caused it. 
No, I am not attempting to be humorous 
—I cite this as a literal example of a con- 
dition that still exists in many offices 
throughout the entire country. 

It must be accepted that Partial Den- 
ture Prosthesis is a branch of dentistry 
that necessarily embodies the combination 
of biologic and engineering factors. The 
engineer—and we have many good en- 
gineers in the commercial laboratories— 
can produce a beautiful piece of dental 
jewelry possessing aesthetics, masticating 
ability, stability and accuracy as applied 
to fitting a given model. But this is not 
sufficient! There must be more in a given 
restoration than the qualifications just 
mentioned. A successful appliance must 
be so constructed that in addition to 
aesthetics, accuracy of casting and masti-

cating ability, there is physiologic func- 
tion, free from overloads on abutment 
teeth and investing tissues. Also, there 
must be physiologic massage to the saddle 
areas. 

Each and every tissue has its physio- 
logic limit of tolerance. Any functional 
force or exercise applied within this limit 
is beneficial and stimulating to tissue; 
any force or exercise which is applied in 
excess of the limit of tolerance becomes 
a traumatic or destructive force. There- 
fore, we are of necessity faced with the 
problem of estimating the tolerance of 
the teeth and tissues involved, and of en- 
gineering an appliance which will only 
create forces to be applied to these tis- 
sues within their physiologic limit of tol- 
erance. 

The degree to which we accomplish 
this will be in direct proportion to the 
degree of success we will attain in pro- 
tecting the health of the abutment teeth 
‘nd their investing tissues. 


FACTS 


In attacking any problem, there must 
be a sincere attempt made to obtain facts. 
The facts we need to know first are 
those pertaining to the condition of the 
foundation upon which our appliance is 
to be constructed. A comprehensive diag- 
nosis may be made in a very few minutes 
or it may require considerable time—but 
it must be made. A complete set of x-rays, 
a vitality test, and accurate, articulated 
study casts should be made in nearly all 
cases. The information obtained from this 
part of the diagnosis enables the operator 
to place the case at hand into the proper 
classification. 

In the past, classification of partial 
dentures has been based almost entirely 
upon the geographical position of the 
teeth in the arch. This, in my opinion, 
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has very little to do with what type of 
design to use. The important factor in 
diagnosis and classification is to deter- 
mine whether the teeth can carry the 
necessary load individually, or should the 
proposed abutment teeth be used in com- 
bination with other stronger teeth, or 
should they and other weak teeth be 
splinted together for actual treatment. 

In cases where certain teeth are lost 
because of caries, the abutment teeth are 
apt to be capable of carrying considerable 
responsibility; in other words, their limit 
of tolerance is high. In other cases, the 
abutment teeth actually need treatment 
and support, rather than any load at all. 
Therefore, I submit a simple classification 
which will guide the operator in his diag- 
nosis and decision as to which design or 
type of appliance will be least harmful or 
most beneficial. It is based solely upon 
the estimated ability of the teeth to tol- 
erate the stresses which must be applied: 
CLASS I: Those cases which have 
normal healthy _ teeth, 
with favorable root 
shapes, surrounded by 
normal bone and other 
investing tissues. 

Those cases in which the 
teeth have poor mechan- 
ical anchorage in the 
bone—long crowns, short 
roots, some periodontal 
involvement. 

Those cases in which all 
or part of the remaining 
teeth need _ treatment, 
support, splinting, relief 
of all possible strain. 

Statistics show that over fifty per cent 
of all adult teeth lost are lost because of 
periodontal involvement. Therefore, over 
fifty per cent of the cases presenting for 
partial dentures naturally fall into Class 
II or III. 

Too much praise cannot be given to 
men such as Chayes, McCollum, Stearns, 
Dresh and many others who have pio- 
neered precision and broken stress attach- 
ments in this dangerous field of replacing 
missing teeth. Some of the most desirable 
attachments available today, however, 
fall into the high precision type of con-

struction and are scarcely within the aver. 
age dentist’s ability to construct, or the 
average patient’s financial ability to ob. 
tain. 

It is my desire to show another “road 
to Rome” and present a simple home. 
made method which is applicable to any 


and all who will devote just a little time | 


and understanding to the principle of 
broken stress. This will pay big dividends 
in the satisfaction of knowing that a bet. 
ter partial denture service can be ren. 
dered without increasing the cost or time 
of construction to any appreciable degree. 

To be specific regarding these two 
points, the laboratories in our locality 
charge $5.00 for each finished attach. 
ment. The time added to the operator’ 
procedure should not exceed thirty min. 
utes. Thus we feel justified in presenting 
this method as being most practical for 
the general practice. 


PREPARING THE MOUTH 


After the diagnosis and classification, 
the next step in the construction of satis. 
factory appliances is most important— 
that of preparing the mouth to receive 
the appliance itself. Partial denture con- 
struction becomes relatively simple if the 
mouth is properly prepared. 

The x-rays show us length of roots, 
shape of roots, crown root proportion, 
density and amount of bone and inter- 
proximal cavities. The study casts show us 
position of teeth in the arch, relative po- 
sitions of opposing teeth, elongation into 
spaces of opposite arch, depth of overbite, 
wear of occlusal surfaces and many other 
conditions. A brief consultation with the 
patient can give us at least a bird’s-eye 
view of his general health, habits of hy- 
giene and dependability as to after-care, 
and also an idea as to whether the pa- 
tient is temperamentally qualified to wear 
any sort of removable appliance. 

With all this data in our possession, we 
are prepared to advise: treatment of 
periodontal lesions; recontouring certain 
teeth which present certain difficulties; 
shortening some teeth, lengthening oth- 
ers; providing space for occlusal rests, 
grooves in fillings or crowns to receive 
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clasp arms, space for splint clasps, double 
reinforcing inlays, cross arch splints, con- 
tinuous clasps; raising bites; or any other 
pre-insertion operations that should be 
made. 

In short, a thorough diagnosis of exist- 
ing conditions, and a complete prepara- 
tion to receive the appliance, make the 
actual construction of the appliance rela- 
tively a simple procedure. 


TYPES OF RESTORATION 


Some consideration should be given at 
this time to types of individual restora- 
tions where clasps and attachments are 
involved. There are numerous ways in 
which restorations in individual teeth can 
be modified to add greatly to the ease 
with which the tooth can be used as an 
abutment. I shall take time to mention 
only some of them: for example, buccal 
and lingual dwarfed contour on posterior 
crowns, above the gingival, so the clasp 
finishes the normal contour; accentuated 
rest lugs which form a box in inlays to 
help stabilize individual clasps; dwarfing 
cuspid three-quarter crowns, full or ve- 
neer crowns with provision made to clasp 
mesiodistally without display of labial 
clasp arms; placing depressions in gingi- 
val inlays and foils to receive clasp tips 
to avoid clasp-enamel contact. In short, 
look ahead in preparing a case and try 
to utilize the restorations to the best aes- 
thetic advantages, as well as to minimize 
the clasp-enamel contact. 

With pre-insertion reconstruction work 
finished—whether it be the simple prepa- 
ration of occlusal rest facets, or extensive 
reconstruction—the next step is the mas- 
ter impression. Here again we have many 
“roads to Rome”; the one of your choice 
is the one to use. However, we prefer to 
choose the impression method to suit the 
case at hand. 

Commonly used in our practice are 
the following: Hydrocolloid for plastic 
rest tissue impressions, Solvite for exten- 
sion upper “pick up” where attachments 
are in place, or individual pre-formed 
acrylic trays with compound and wax on 
saddle area, as used for immediate den- 
tures. Also, compound saddle areas 


warmed with Hydrocolloid “over all” is 
used in many cases. Time will not permit 
detailed technic of each of these, but 
each has its place, and, if properly used, 
good impressions can be obtained. 

The normal Class I case presents very 
little problem. Because of the inherent 
stability of the abutment teeth, these 
cases lend themselves favorably to the 
conventional designs of construction. 
However, even in this favorable circum- 
stance, is it not better to break the stress 
on abutments retaining extension saddles 
as a precaution against having to re- 
classify this same tooth into Class II or 
III in a comparatively short time? I be- 
lieve it is. 

In considering the Class II case, we 
have an entirely different problem. Here 
we are dealing with teeth which are poor 
risks mechanically, with physiologic limit 
of tolerance considerably below that of 
Class I. The case must be engineered in 
such a way as to distribute the stresses 
over a larger area. This can be accom- 
plished in several ways, such as the use 
of double inlays or double clasps con- 
necting weak teeth to strong teeth; for 
example, a short-rooted upper second 
bicuspid can easily be attached to a long- 
rooted first cuspid, or a weak first bi- 
cuspid can easily be attached to a strong 
cuspid, thus giving the abutment a great 
deal more resistance to occlusal forces 
and lateral thrusts. Also, the saddle areas 
should be increased to give the denture 
greater bearing surface. The buccolin- 
gual dimension of the occlusal surfaces 
should be reduced to decrease the oc- 
clusal force; intercuspation should be 
reduced in order to minimize the lat- 
eral thrusts; all these precautions com- 
bined give us a completely different ratio 
of forces applied to the abutment tooth 
than we usually see. 

In addition to these, if some type of 
controlled broken stress is used between 
the abutment and extension saddle, the 
stresses applied to the tooth will very 
likely be placed within its physiologic 
limit of tolerance; unless these important 
procedures are followed, the abutment 
tooth in a Class II case will very likely 
be doomed to failure from overload. 
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In handling the Class III case, the 
problem becomes increasingly delicate 
and difficult; these are the border-line 
cases. It is of prime importance in the 
Class III case that the operator does not 
attempt the impossible. Teeth that can- 
not be placed in a healthy state should 
be removed. Also the doubtful teeth 
should be removed for the patient who 
will not become an enthusiastic periodon- 
tal patient and accept his responsibility of 
mouth hygiene. 

Granting the remaining teeth and in- 
vesting tissues can be placed in a healthy 
condition, and the patient is cooperative, 
it becomes our very solemn duty to pre- 
serve these teeth as long as possible. 

Teeth and investing tissue in the Class 
III case really need a therapeutic appli- 
ance. Many teeth doomed to be lost soon 
can be preserved for a great many years 
if the following procedures are carried 
out: 

Treat the case thoroughly for perio- 
dontoclasia; splint weak teeth together in 
such a way that they are immobilized and 
braced against lateral stresses; provide 
ample movement in broken stress joints 
adjacent to extension saddles to permit 
the soft tissue to take all the load it is 
capable of carrying; use all available sad- 
dle areas enabling the partial to function 
against the soft tissue like a full denture; 
use no interlocking cusps which might 
add to lateral thrusts; use narrow occlusal 
surfaces in order to reduce occlusal forces. 

Construct the case with this in mind: 
Primarily the appliance becomes a treat- 
ment splint and incidentally it is a re- 
placement of missing teeth. As a test of 
usefulness, which is at the dinner table, 
these cases still function a great deal bet- 
ter than most full dentures. When the 
basic fundamental principle of design is 
used, variation becomes a matter of 
choice and of small consequence. 

The three most common causes of loss 
of teeth are caries, periodontal disease, 
and misjudgment. This misjudgment may 


be rationalized by the willingness of the 
patient to lose teeth. In my opinion, this 
scarcely justifies the operator in the ex. 
traction of anterior teeth amenable to 
treatment which would render them sery. 
iceable for years. 

There are a great many types and de. 
signs of partial dentures from rigid fixa. 
tion to complete tissue-borne appliances, 
No doubt each has its logical place; but 
I am sure no one type will suffice in all 
cases. 

Granting that the operator has prop. 
erly classified the patient and abutment 
teeth and investing tissue as a case which 
indicates a broken stress attachment, the 
next step is to construct such an appli- 
ance that will meet the demands of the 
case. 


STRESS BREAKERS 


Time will not permit a discussion of 
the several types and designs of stress 
breakers. It is sufficient to say that sev- 
eral factors enter into the selection, such 
as simplicity of construction, cost of in- 
corporating it into the case, control of 
movement, liability of breakage and re- 
pairability. 

First, may I define broken stress as “a 
definite occlusal stop with controlled 
movement in all other directions.” 

There are several broken stress appli- 
ances which have these qualifications, 
and also several which do not. The one 
which has proven very satisfactory in 
my practice will meet the requirements 
of the general practitioner as to simplic- 
ity of construction and adjustment; 
economy as to cost; and, last but not 
least, it will permit the tooth to function 
physiologically and still retain the den- 
ture in place. It is not new—it is the age- 
old principle of an extension arm and 
housing with perhaps the bugaboos of 
“difficulty of construction” and “ex 
pense” removed. 
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QUOTATIONS AND ABSTRACTS 


NUCLEAR PHYSICS 


Very little has been done in dentistry 
with tracers, and the author feels that 
there is a great opportunity for pioneer 
work in this field. Radiation from radio- 
active substances have been used in the 
treatment of neoplastic diseases for some 
time, but their application as tracers for 
research purposes is fairly new. The 
idea is this: As a radioactive atom de- 
cays, it gives off a fast electron; this in 
turn knocks loose some of the outer elec- 
trons from atoms along its path, thus 
producing ions which are free electric 
charges. Now the presence of these ions 
can be noted by their effect on a photo- 
graphic plate, by their ability to condense 
water and form fog drops which also can 
be photographed, or by their ability to 
make connections in the Geiger counter, 
thus causing a clicking noise. This latter. 
device is so sensitive that it can observe 
the presence of a single ion. 

All elements are now available in ac- 
tive form, but the duration of their ac- 
tivity, as well as the element itself, would 
determine its use in dentistry. Phos- 
phorus and fluorine have seemed to have 
the best life for our purpose so far. An 
example of the tracer system would be 
to inject a known amount of radioactive 
phosphorus in the blood stream of a rat. 
The radioactivity alone would distin- 
guish it from the other phosphorus in 
the body. A tooth could then be extracted 
and held against a Geiger counter. By 
measuring the counting rate as compared 
with the original amount injected, the 
amount absorbed by the tooth can 
readily be computed. Sections of the 
tooth could also be used and photo- 
graphs made. Blackened areas would 
show where the phosphorus went.—“A p-

DRY SOCKETS 


The author discusses his method of 
controlling dry sockets by the use of the 
sulfa drugs. In running the tests, the con- 
trols were watched as closely as those 
receiving drugs. In the tests made, 773 
lower molars and bicuspids extracted 
with the use of sulfa drugs were com- 
pared with 2,126 similar teeth; no typi- 
cal dry sockets developed as compared 
to 27.6% in the control. As far as 
erupted teeth were concerned, no dry 
sockets developed as against 3.1% in the 
control series. These figures would seem 
to indicate then that a definite control 
for the prevention of dry sockets is pre- 
sented. The drug used is a tablet contain- 
ing half a grain of sulfanilamide and half 
a grain of sulfathiazole, and placed in 
the alveolus immediately after extrac- 
tion.—‘“Prevention of Dry Sockets,’ by 
Harold W. Krogh.

MALPRACTICE SUITS 


This article amounts to a review of the 
last ten years of malpractice suits brought 
to the attention of or handled by the 
authors. It amounts to a disclosure of 
the present trends in this field and, most 
important of all, it points the way for 
us on how to avoid suits. According to 
the authors: “The recent cases indicate 
that the dentist should do what he has 
always been admonished to do: (1) 
Complete disclosure of conditions to the 
patient and the course of action which 
will be taken. (2) Adherence to accept- 
able practices. (3) Subsequent undesir- 
able developments, no matter how small, 
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require a further disclosure to the patient 
with careful subsequent treatment and 
advice to the patient of the necessity for 
subsequent treatment. (4) Make no de- 
rogatory remarks concerning the prac- 
tices of other dentists. Such comments, 
aside from lessening the prestige of the 
profession generally, encourage the insti- 
tution of suits. Many a case was probably 
born solely as a result of the ill advised 
opinions expressed by another dentist in 
moments of casual conversation.”—“The 
Dentist and Malpractice,’ by S. B.

PENICILLIN AND COAGULATION 


New data is presented regarding the 
reaction of the blood clot to penicillin. 
In minor oral surgery, the success of the 
operation depends upon the ability of 
the blood to form a firm clot in a bone 
cavity. In the case of an apicoectomy, if 
the clot in the cavity breaks down, the 
resulting infection can cause serious dam- 
age to the surrounding tissues and, in 
particular, to that part of the root ex- 
posed in the operation. As much as 10,- 
000 units of penicillin was used following 
apicoectomy and it was noted that there 
had been a tendency for the clot to break 
down. 

A series of tests were made using the 
impure commercial penicillin (sodium 
salt) as well as the pure crystalline so- 
dium salt. The coagulation time for hu- 
man blood was retarded or did not occur 
even in 24 hours when 50,000 unit 
strength was used. This, however, would 
have no bearing on the systemic applica- 
tion of the drug because the concentra- 
tion would then be about one unit per 
milliliter or less. 

The information presented would con- 
traindicate the local use of penicillin in 
an operation where the formation of a 
firm blood clot is necessary. The cavity 
could be washed out with a solution of 
the drug not exceeding 100 units per 
milliliter, but even then extreme care 
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should be used.—‘Influence of Penicillin 
on the Coagulation of Blood in Certain 
Dental Operations,” by Sir Alexander 
Fleming and Dr. W. E. Fish.

SENSITIVITY TO ANESTHETICS 


To the Editor:—lIs there any method 
of determining the sensitivity of a patient 
to local anesthetics, such as “pontocaine” 
and cocaine? Has it been determined 
whether toxic reactions are more com- 
mon with one or the other of these drugs? 

ANSWER.—Methods to determine 
the sensitivity of patients to local anes- 
thetics are not always reliable. By apply- 
ing a patch test or by using a drop of 
fairly dilute solution (1 per cent) of the 
agent in the eye, it is possible to get an 
idea of the way the patient will react, 
especially to “pontocaine” and cocaine. 
Inflammatory reaction indicates prob- 
able sensitivity. Not infrequently the pa- 
tient who gives a history of sensitivity to 
a local anesthetic is more sensitive to the 
epinephrine used with the local anes- 
thetic than to the anesthetic itself. 

Sensitivity of a patient to an anesthetic 
varies considerably. If sensitivity is only 
slight, the agent is not dangerous for 
him. If sensitivity exists there is a method 
which usually reveals this important fact. 
The patient is seated with his back 
toward the anesthetist, and the skin of 
his chest is prepared by painting it with 
a 70 per cent alcohol solution. A sepa- 
rate syringe and needle are used for 
each solution. One of the solutions is 
isotonic solution of sodium chloride; the 
others are mild solutions (1 per cent or 
less) of each of the drugs to be tested— 
in this case “pontocaine” and cocaine. 

A control wheal is raised by intra- 
cutaneous injection of 1 cc. of isotonic 
sodium chloride solution. Then at a dis- 
tance of at least 2 fingerbreadths on one 
side of this wheal 1 cc. of 0.1 per cent 
cocaine is injected and on the other side 
at the same distance from the wheal, | 
cc. of 0.1 per cent “pontocaine” is in-

jected. The wheals which appear are 
observed for ten minutes. If enlargement 
and redness occur, the patient is con- 
sidered sensitive to that drug injected. If 
the sensitivity is well defined, general- 
ized symptoms develop, such as appre- 
hension, shortness of breath, pronounced 
nervousness, sometimes tremor and pal- 
lor, an increase in pulse rate or lowering 
of blood pressure. In extreme cases the 
patient will faint. The degree of reaction 
to the drug determines the degree of 
sensitivity and also the danger involved 
in the use of the drug in the person being

REHABILITATION AND 
THE HEART 


Not only is heart disease America’s 
No. 1 killer in that one out of every 
three deaths in the United States is due 
to diseases of the heart and blood ves- 
sels, but it is also the greatest single 
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cause of chronic illness. It is responsible 
for a loss of 152,100,000 work days a 
year which, figured at $8.00 per day, 
means an annual loss in productivity of 
a billion and a quarter dollars. Added 
to this staggering economic loss is the 
cost of care and treatment. 

Great advances have been made dur- 
ing the past fifty years in our knowl- 
edge of circulatory diseases, yet much 
still remains to be learned, for the causes 
of the three most important cardiovas- 
cular diseases—rheumatic fever, hyper- 
tension, and arteriosclerosis—are still un- 
known. The fact that heart disease takes 
such a toll among its sufferers shows the 
need for increased research to discover 
new preventive and therapeutic meas: 
ures. 

Research, however, must not be con- 
fined to the first two phases of medi- 
cine; equal emphasis must be placed on 
rehabilitation, which takes the patient 
from his bed to his job. The patient with 
heart disease needs to know how much 
and what kind of work he can do with 
safety. The advice “take it easy” is not 
enough. 

Studies have shown that the cardiac 
patient selectively placed in a job com- 
mensurate with his physical disabilities, 
makes a good employee. Although these 
studies showed that the cardiacs were 
slightly higher in absenteeism, disabling 
work injuries, and voluntary quit rates, 
and slightly lower nondisabling work in- 
juries, differences were so slight they 
were not considered significant. As a mat- 
ter of fact the cardiac cases, as a group, 
produced over two per cent more than 
the unimpaired workers in the same 
jobs. 

In no field is there greater need for 
rehabilitation research than in heart 
disease, for the eight million Americans 
who suffer from heart disease need and 
want to know how best to live and 
work again.—Abstract from an address 
by Dr. Howard A. Rusk, Professor and 
Chairman, Department of Rehabilitation 
and Physical Medicine, New York Uni- 
versity, College of Medicine, February 
10, 1948, Bulletin, Chi.

diet. Many tooth and bone specimens 
from those living within the study area 
are also examined for their fluorine con. 
tent. One report giving the findings of 
these chemical studies has been published 
in the Journal of Dental Research (Feb. 
ruary, 1948). 

To enhance the value of the dental 
study, the Village of Oak Park agreed to 
serve as the “control” or comparison 
community. The dental team examined 
2500 students in the same age group in 
Oak Park schools during 1947, for the 
purpose of obtaining data on tooth decay 
in a comparable community. Participa- 
tion of Oak Park in the dental study was 
approved by the public officials of the 
Village of Oak Park, as well as the school 
administrators and the dental and medi- 
cal societies. 

A total of 99.5% of the parents of 
children in the age groups being studied 
completed questionnaires, giving specific 
data with reference to the health and 
growth of their children. This extremely 
high degree of co-operation on the part 
of the parents is indicative of the interest 7 
of the public in the dental study. The | 
school administrators and school teach- 
ers have indicated their interest in the 
program by their complete cooperation. 
without which dental examinations of 
the children would be very difficult and 
incomplete. 

The general plan of the study is to 
examine the teeth of the school children 
according to a systematic schedule, and 
those in the 6-7-8 year age group will be 
examined in 1948. In 1949 those in the 
12-13-14 year age group will be exam- 
ined, and this alternating examination 
schedule will be continued for the next 
twelve years. As this study progresses we 
can compare the data obtained with 


similar groups in the base-line study, to 7 
ascertain if there is any change in the | 


prevalence of tooth decay. It is not ex- 
pected that significant changes will be 
observed for several years.
